At the close of the conference 
last night ex-Judge Vincent said he 
had not decided upon the m atter. It 
was intimated that JLuetgert might be 
called to the witness stand today. In 
fact it is expected that he w’lll be. The 
turn taken In the proceedings yesterday 
permitted counsel to get a line u|)on the 
probable length of time It will require 
to finish the trial. 
State's Attorney 
Deneen said tliat 
three weeks more 
ought to itee the end of the case. 


Mm. Luetgert 9Im Iii Out m Uwiirr. 


For thi' time iieing counsel for the 
defense In the Luetgert cai«î yesterday 
assumed that the bone» offered by the 
Hlate a« evidence were human, and then 
sfhowed tliat If the theory is correct the 
murdeivU or missing woman was but 
forty inches in height. Attorney Vin­ 
cent had planned the effect with great 
care, and although the state rliUcules 
the prapo»lt!oii the bold, flat statem ent 
created no little flurry in the court 
room. Asf«l«tant Slate's Attorney Mc- 
Ewen was* equally sure the state's case 
was not injured by the development of 
the height question. He holds that the 
femur in que.«tlon is so changed by the 
potash that Its original tiisse can only 
lie guessed at. As a matter of fact the 
femur is not as much changed as thos*» 
the defense put through the alleged 
process In the vat. 


Went flat to Smw m llune. 


At one point in the court proceedings 
yesterday Vincent asked the court to 
allow Professor Eckley to saw a real 
human temi>oral bone used In the de­ 
fense's experiment in the same manner 
as was done by the state's expert when 
the alleged temporal bone In evidence 
was sawed. The purpose of this was to 
compare the two fragments^ The result 
obtained was not given In court, but 
the defense's experts say it completely 
overthrow^* the state’s claim that its 
bone was from a human being. 
“We 
had Dr. N. D. Pierce [expert for the 
state] saw the lione for us." said Dr. 
B. L. Riese, “so th at a*e would be sure 
the 
state's 
treatm ent of Its exhibit 
would be duplicated. Our human bone 
is entirely different from the one In­ 
troduced by the prosecution. 
The ar­ 
rangement of the cells is dissimilar and 
the articular 
surface 
shows no re­ 
semblance to that’ of the state's bone, 
auinmsry of the Cxpert Tcmtliuuny. 


As to the rest, the experts of the de­ 
fense yesterday continued to drive nails 
in the coftln of the state's bone case. 
Eckley declared that the temporal bone 
and femur are not from a human be­ 
ing. Samuel C. Plummer, anatomls». testi- 
ned that the state's exhibits were not 
human bones. I^ouls Gottschalk, a soap 
manufacturer, described the probable 
result of such an attempt to make soft 
soap as Luetgert Is alleged to have 
made, and his description fitted the 
atory told by the defense.

quorum and that the council could pro- 
ceéd to allow the regular monthly 
claims, receive reports from city of­ 
ficers and transact other minor busi­ 
ness.

Concerning pending clalmsi.sUch as that 
in the case of Dr. Ruls, it is said that a 
commission probably will be proposed 
to deal with all claims arising during 
the rebellion, and there are Intimations 
th at steps toward the creation of such a 
commission are now under way. 


Were Thinking of n Row with Spain. 
A lthough there Is continued reticence 
a t the state 
departm ent 
concerning 
Spanlsh-Cuban affairs It is understood 
th a t the governm ent haa been informed 
th a t Spa'n will offer autonom y to Cuba 
sim ilar to th at enjoyed by Canada, and 
in adm lnisti'atlon circles the prevalent 
opinion 
seems to 
be 
th a t 
If a full 
m easure of real autonom y is offered it 
should be accepted by the Cubans. The 
Incoming of the Sagasta cabinet is wel­ 
comed by the adm inistration, which sev­ 
eral weeks ago was apprehensive of a 
possible early disturbance of our friend­ 
ly relations w ith Spain. The statem ent 
attributed to the new prem ier th a t he 
would favor the largest m easure of a u ­ 
tonomy has directed attention to the 
past efforts tow ard autonom y. 


Conservative Home Rule a Fraud. 
Those offered by the Conservative cab­ 
inet and made known to the United 
States through the Spanish minister, 
Dupuy de Lome, contemplated a council 
of administration elected in part b^' the 
Cubans, which was to have an advisory 
power In shaping the affairs of the isl­ 
and. This plan has taken the form of a 
lengthy decree, which ha« been already 
gasetted, although It has never been 
put into effect in Cuba owing t^ the 
disturbed 
conditions. 
The 
objection 
found to this plan was that while It 
was In name autonomy it did not give 
real home rule, as the Cuban council 
was not to be a legislative body with final 
powers of making laws, but merely an 
advisory council. In contrast with this, 
It Is eald, the Liberal plan of autonomy 
—as desired by the Autonomist party 
of Cuba—contemplates a colonial par­ 
liament or legislature, with final powers 
of law-making, save the usual power of 
veto preserved In all forms of constitu­ 
tional government. 


Capote and Palma Do Net Agree. 


This would be on the lines of the 
home rule operating In A ustralia and 
Canada, and the latter countries were 
cited as exam ples of complete autonom y 
by the Spanish 
statesm en. Castelar. 
when autonom y w as flrst suggested for 
the island. Such a m easure of autonomy, 
it in ^ id , would commcnd much sup­ 
port iri Cuba among the substantial ele­ 
m ents there, including the Autonomist 
party. 
In this connection it is under­ 
stood that the newly chosen president 
of the Insurgents, Mendez Capote, is a 
man of conservative 
tendencies, and

m onths ago is said to have expresf^^d 
view's favorable to a close of hostilities 
on some fair basis of compromise. 
At 
the sam e time the junto in this country 
and (Somez In Cuba are represented as 
utterly opposed to anything except alj- 
solute Independence, and this condition 
of things m ust be reckoned with.
